1 . Claims 4-7 are allowed. 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
claims 4 and 5, upon further consideration (per applicant's arguments/remarks), the 
prior art does not teach or suggest a cable connector as claimed including first 
component and second component which are movable angularly about an axis of 
rotation with respect to each other and simultaneously provide for electrical conducting 
connection of a flat cable having a plurality of bunched conductors with at least one 
round cable composed of a bunched conductors, and a closing lever coupled at a 
distant from the axis of rotation with the first component, the closing lever having a first 
end and a second end, the second end being arrange partially inside the first 
component and including a closing claw which is engagable with a stationary cam on 
the second component, and to press the cutting tips into the conductors of the fat cable 
thereby connecting the flat cable and the round cable together upon actuation of the 
closing lever, in combination with the other limitations of the base claims.
